WASHINGTON (IP — The F B I 
reports bank robberies, 
on 
the 
upswing in recent years, rose last 
year to their highest level in the 
annals of federal crime. 
The F B I made available figures 
which showed 
that during 1953, 
there 
were 418 
bank robberies, 
burglaries 
and 
larcenies — the 
highest total since the passage of 
the 
federal bank 
robbery statute 
in 1934. 
This 
total 
represented 
an 
increase of 27 per cent over 
the

total. 
In the 
number 
of 
robberies—a crime in which force 
or 
intimidation 
is used—the 1953 
figure of 248 represented a boost 
of 45 per cent over 1952.
